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On page 174, line 3, increase the General Fund—State1
Appropriation (FY 2018) by $600,000,0002

On page 174, line 4, increase the General Fund—State3
Appropriation (FY 2019) by $600,000,0004

Adjust the total appropriation accordingly.5

On page 175, beginning on line 14, strike all of subsection (5)6
and insert the following:7

"(5) To provide supplemental instruction and services for8
underachieving students through the learning assistance program under9
RCW 28A.165.005 through 28A.165.065, an additional per pupil amount10
of two thousand dollars per pupil is allocated to school districts11
based on the district percentage of students in grades K-12 who were12
eligible for free or reduced-price meals in the prior school year.13
For districts in which the percentage of students in grades K-12 who14
were eligible for free or reduced-price meals in the prior school15
year exceeds thirty percent, the per pupil amount is increased to16
five thousand dollars for the total number of students exceeding the17
thirty percent threshold."18

EFFECT: Modifies the supplemental per pupil calculation for the
learning assistance program by replacing the use of the poverty
census data for estimating the number of students who qualify with an
estimate of the number of students who are eligible for free or
reduced-price meals.

FISCAL IMPACT: $1,200,000,000
